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World  cattle  numbers  continued  their  upward  trend  during  1971  and  as  of 
early  1972  were  over  1  percent  higher  than  in  the  previous  year.  The 
largest  absolute  increases  occurred  in  the  United  States,  the  USSR,  and 
Australia. 

Numbers  in  the  United  States  were  a  record  118  million  head — 3  percent  more 
than  early  1971.     Beef  cattle  numbers  increased  moderately  while  dairy 
numbers  were  down  slightly.     Beef  cow  numbers  were  up  3  percent  to  39  mil- 
lion head  and  dairy  cow  numbers  at  12  million  head  almost  unchanged. 

The  cattle  population  of  the  USSR  is  second  only  to  that  of  the  United 
States.    As  of  early  1972,  numbers  in  the  USSR  at  102  million  head  were  3 
percent  above  year  earlier  levels.     All  of  the  increase  occurred  on  state 
and  collective  farms  as  private  holdings  of  cattle  were  unchanged. 

Numbers  in  Australia  have  averaged  an  8  percent  gain  in  each  of  the  past  4 
years  probably  as  a  result  of  a  substantial  buildup  in  beef  cattle  numbers 
in  the  States  of  Victoria,  South  Australia,  and  New  South  Wales.  These 
areas  formerly  were  devoted  to  the  production  of  sheep  and  dairy  cattle  but 
the  more  reliable  rainfall  here  than  in  the  traditional  beef  cattle  areas  of 
Queensland,  Northern  Territory,  and  Western  Australia  has  allowed  grazers 
to  improve  pastures  and  use  fertilizer  to  increase  carrying  capacity. 

Argentine  cattle  numbers  are  estimated  to  have  increased  about  1  percent 
during  1971  to  total  slightly  over  50  million  head  in  early  1972.     As  a 
result  of  the  high  rate  of  inflation  in  1971  and  the  accompanying  increase 
in  cattle  prices,  producers  developed  a  psychological  attitude  that  prices 


would  continue  to  advance  and,  therefore,  cattle  marketings  were  held  back. 
Much  needed  rains  in  the  major  steer  fattening  areas  in  late  December  and 
early  January  greatly  improved  pasture  conditions  and  encouraged  cattle 
producers  to  continue  to  graze  cattle  rather  than  market  them. 

Hogs 

World  hog  numbers  returned  to  their  more  usual  expansion  rate  in  19  71  and 
as  of  early  1972  were  at  an  alltime  high  of  633  million  head.  Increases 
in  Brazil,  the  USSR,  and  Poland  more  than  offset  the  decline  in  U.S.  hog 
numbers . 

Hog  numbers  in  Brazil  increased  10  percent  to  73  million  head;  in  the  USSR, 
numbers  were  up  6  percent  to  71.5  million  head;  and  in  Poland,  numbers 
increased  13  percent  to  17  million  head.    While  no  additional  information 
is  available  on  the  increase  in  numbers  in  Brazil  and  the  USSR,  reports 
indicate  that  the  increase  in  Polish  hog  numbers  is  a  result  of  government 
measures  to  raise  meat  production.     The  most  important  of  these  measures 
include:  an  average  producer  price  increase  of  around  30  percent  for  hogs, 
a  drop  in  feed  prices,  and  greater  availability  and  wider  distribution  of 
feed  to  private  farmers. 

In  the  United  States,  hog  numbers  at  the  beginning  of  1972  totaled  63  million 
head — down  7  percent  from  a  year  earlier.     The  reduction  in  numbers  was  a 
result  of  producers'   reactions  to  low  hog  prices  and  higher  corn  costs  in  the 
second  half  of  1970  and  early  1971. 

The  number  of  hogs  on  Danish  farms  as  of  early  1972  was  8.7  million  head — a 
drop  of  7,000  head  compared  with  the  number  during  the  same  period  of  1971. 
Fear  of  a  pork  shortage  was  created  by  Denmark's  November  1971  hog  census 
which  showed  a  drop  of  46,000  head  of  bred  sows  compared  to  the  same  period 
a  year  earlier.    However,  total  hog  numbers  increased  by  26,000  head  from 
November  1971  to  January  1972.     Half  of  this  increase  was  the  result  of 
increased  numbers  of  bred  sows.     A  large  grain  harvest  and  bright  price  out- 
look encouraged  producers  to  hold  more  first-time  bred  sows. 

Hog  numbers  in  the  Netherlands  in  early  1972  were  2.3  percent  above  those  in 
the  previous  year.     Increases  of  15  and  16  percent  occurred  in  the  two  pre- 
ceding years.    As  a  consequency  of  lower  prices  in  the  second  half  of  1970 
and  all  of  1971,  the  Dutch  hog  industry  has  limited  its  production  expansion. 

Japanese  hog  numbers  as  of  early  1972  were  estimated  at  7  million  head — up 
3  percent  from  a  year  ago.     The  rate  of  increase  was  smaller  than  antici- 
pated as  it  was  thought  that  high  domestic  pork  prices  which  prevailed  during 
much  of  1971  would  cause  farmers  to  expand  their  hog  production  at  a  more 
rapid  rate.     Apparently,  the  farmers  took  a  more  cautious  attitude  fearing 
that  a  sudden  increase  in  hog  population  might  result  in  a  cooling  of  the 
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market  as  happened  in  1967-68  when  hog  producers  suffered  from  a  depressed 
market  because  of  surplus  production. 

Favorable  domestic  prices  in  1971  encouraged  the  18  percent  increase  in 
Argentine  hog  numbers.     Below  normal  beef  supplies  and  a  favorable  corn/hog 
ratio  point  toward  a  further  increase  in  1972. 

Sheep 

World  sheep  numbers  continued  their  downward  trend  in  1971  and  as  of  early 
1972  totaled  slightly  over  1  billion  head.     Australia,  the  USSR,  New  Zealand, 
Argentina,  and  the  Republic  of  South  Africa  are  the  world Ts  largest  sheep 
producers.     Except  in  the  USSR  where  numbers  increased  slightly,  numbers  in 
the  principal  producing  countries  were  below  early  1971  levels. 

Numbers  in  Australia  totaled  169  million  head — 5  percent  less  than  in  early 
1971.     Heavy  culling  of  the  national  sheep  flock  as  a  result  of  continued  low 
wool  prices  accounted  for  the  decline  in  numbers. 

Russian  newspapers  report  that  there  may  have  been  sheep  losses  in  Central 
Asia  in  1971  and  early  1972  as  a  result  of  heavy  snowfall  and  unusually  cold 
temperatures.     To  date,  no  specific  losses  have  been  reported  and  estimates 
for  USSR  sheep  numbers  as  of  early  1972  are  still  138.5  million  head — up 
slightly  from  early  1971  levels. 

As  a  result  of  low  world  wool  prices,  sheep  numbers  in  Argentina  have  con- 
tinued their  downward  trend  of  past  years  and  totaled  39  million  head  in 
early  1972. 

General  drought  conditions  and  the  Government's  Stock  Reduction  Scheme 
accounted  for  most  of  the  5  percent  decline  in  South  African  sheep  numbers 
during  1971.     The  Stock  Reduction  Scheme,  intended  as  a  conservation  measure, 
will  be  closed  for  further  participants  in  March  1972.     It  is  felt  that  suf- 
ficient numbers  will  then  have  been  withdrawn  to  improve  the  vegetal  cover 
for  grazing.     By  October  1971  nearly  6,000  South  African  farmers  had  joined 
the  program  providing  for  a  reduction  in  sheep  numbers  of  about  4  million  head. 

The  inventory  of  sheep  and  lambs  on  U.S.  farms  fell  6  percent  to  18.5  million 
head  at  the  beginning  of  this  year.     Numbers  have  declined  each  year  since 
1960.     The  number  of  ewes  also  was  down  6  percent.
